} delegates signed without the sanc- 
tion of Nanking, The Protocol, 
hwhich provided amongst other 
things for the ‘reinstatement of the 
dismissed Russian Manager und 
Assistant Manager of the Railway, 
was virtually a surrender to the 
Soviet viewpoint, being practically 
‘wrung out of Mukden in’ face of an 
extremely threatening situation.
